NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Lest you think this account 
is coming to you from Never 
Never Land, it must be stat­ 
ed at the outset that Louise 
Huebner is not a broom-fly­ 
ing, black-hat-wearing witch 
who turns handsome princes 
into frogs.

Miss Huebner is somewhat 
of an iconoclastic witch. But 
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her doubts don’t stop her 
from practicing her trade. 
And she firmly believes in 
one thing—that she is psy­ 
chic. 


“Being psychic is having

aren’t 
aware of,” she said. 


The psychic sense is an 
extension of m an’s potential 
creative force,” she added, 
giving her raven-black hair 
a twitch.
